Peterson also said that a close 
check will be m ade of all p atients 
in state institutions trom the seven 
counties to see if methods cannot 
be reached by which they can be 
returned home. 


He said a p sy chiatric team from 
the institute is now meeting with 
children from the seven counties 
at the Beatrice State Home. The 
concern is p rincip ally for medical 
care. Histories of the p 
a t i e n t s 
had been obtained earlier and were 
studied fir.st by the team .
